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ABSTRACT 

The contents of this document include a paper 
describing a contract approach in the fundamentals of speech cours»5 
and the syllabus for the course taught for the last six guarters at 
Florida State University. The course description outlines the 
objectives, grading procedures, and requirements for successfully 
fulfilling the performance contract signed by each student. The 
syllabus describes the contents of the course and lists the 
instructional materials.

Thu f\2r\ddim;ntals of speech course presents some urvique problems 
to the inBtructora dir'iJoti.ng and teaching the course. For most students 
is its the only course in oral communication thoy taJ<e while in collep,©. 
At many schools it is a requirtid course for rrany other departments. At 
most schools it serves as a foundation for other courses in the speech 
corrmmication department. Since it is usually a multisection course, a 
variety of instructors in the department teach the course. These char^acter- 
istics of the begirjiinp, speech course present some of the justification for 
standardizing^ the fundamentals of speech course at an ijidividual school. The 
standardization that is most meaningful •^d useful is to establish the minimum 
conpetencies that all students who pass the course will possess. One approach 
to establishing and using these criterion referenced methods of evaluating is 
to use a contract approach. Simply stated, contract teaching gives the stu- 
dent a choice of deter-mining beforehand the grade he would like to work for. 
The criteria for receiving each grade is clearly defined so the student knov;s 
at all tiires where he stands and what additional work he needs to do to receive 
his target grade. 

Trie contract approach to the fundamentals of speech course can have 
adv^antages in addition to standardizing the basic criteria for all students 
who receive a pac^sir.g grade. In many car>es, students ^«=el that our grading is 
arbitrary sLnce we only comrriunicate vague standartls to the student. With a 
K contract approach the student is told the first day of class the exact criteria 

th.-it h9 hdr. to meet for each grade. NorrrHtivc grading procedures that are commonly 
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used ii\ most apoech communication <;Xasues ava too de|x^n<Jerit on who hvippenK i 
to be enr>ollC!d in a pcjrticulai' oection. If unuaually capable students are on~ 
roXM in a a«cti.{.)n, a atudtrnt who mc-jeto the normal fiittinciards for a p«assinjz 
arade could r^eceive a failin^r j>rade. On tlie other hand, if the section emx;lls 
less capable students or if the teacher does not teach well, the student mny 
rMsceive a passing p,rade even thoup^ he does not meet the norml standar>Gs for 
a pa.ssin^y, ;^ado. The contract approach provides a safeguard a^^ainst these 
idiosyncrasies of noiTnative grading. Another' advantar,e of a contract approach 
is that it ccin be used to remove some of the lock-step forcing of each student 
to have exactly the same leaminjr experiences. It provides a method of individua- 
lizing^ instruction. 

This paper will describe a fundamentals of speech course that has been 
taught successfully for six quarters at the Florida State University. The 
sections of the co-orse have been taught by a number of graduate assistants 
with varied backgrounds in speech comnr^-iication. For most of them this uas 
their first experience in teaching a beginning speech class. Three different 
faculty mf^ml^ers have been responsible:? for supervising the graduate assistants.

'Hie work for the required part of thv2 course 
is divided into kncwledpe of theory and performance. Each of the eip.ht required 
activities ha.s firmly established mininium standardr, that each student has to rneet. 
The student rust n'.eet the standards for' all eight activities to complete the re- 
quired phase. II' the student fails to meet any of the<?*^ criteria the first time 
he tries, he must repeat the activity until he reaches the satis.factoi-y level. 

Ir.e knowledF,e of theory comes from three propT'ammed learTiinp. units and 
from two short paperback textbooks. One of these is assijRjied each week for the 
first five weeks of the quarter. To test the student's knowledge of theory, he 
takes a test over the assigned material the last class period of the week. YAch 
of the teiits has twentv questions and the student must answer at least fourteen 
correctly. If ho does not pass the test, he must retake ciifferent fontis of the 
test outside of class time mtil he passes it. Tests must be repeated until the 
student roaches criterion. Repeatinf: tests on a unit forces the student to learn 
th.e ratorial. our traditional one-shot tests, a student, who maizes "D" or 
"F" rr. a test seldom roes back aiid releams the materia] . With thij; con"^ract ne 
must lear^n i)\e TBterial to receive a pasr.in;! ^ade in the co^irse.

Itie criteria for each of the three activities are set up so they 
r^quii-^e a mi.nimuin of value jud^ents from the instructor • For example, on 
the informarive speech the student must meet at least six of the following, 
eif^ht requirements: the introduction must be attention petting; a preview of 
the body of the speech must be fuven; the student must develop threo identifia}:)le 
main points; th;e student must include at least two forms of supporting material; 
the student must adequately summarize the main points of his speech in his con- 
clusion; the student must maintain acceptable eye contact; the student *s move- 
ment and posture should be appropriate; and the student must use only one note- 
care while delivering the speech. 

After completinr these ei^ht requirements if the student elects to go 
into optional phase, he has a choice of activities available -^o him. Some of 
the activities call for hiir to mahe oral presentation in cJass. Other options 
r^i-^cuirc passinf^ tests on theorv or writing papers about his observations of the 
oral activities of others. 'ITiese activities are di.vided into four sections:

The work for the quainter is divided into two phases: a required plnse cind 
an optional phase. Successful completion of the r^equired phase gives a **C" in 

the cc -^^^ec Those students contracting for an or ''B'^ will continue into the 

optional phase. Tlie student cannot receive credit for the optional phase until 

he has fullv completed the required phase. "A", "B", and "C" parade requirements 

are described below. 

The cour^se is orp^anized so that students should satisfy all criteria for 
a "C* by the end of the fifth or sixth week of classes. Then the student has 
tlie final weeks of the quarter in which to earn an "A", or "R'*. Tf the student 
fails to meet all criteria of the grade for which he has contracted , he will 
receive the p;rade for the level he has reached. 

All work for the quarter must be complete^ by the last day of classes. 
Since the course is on a contract, the instructor will not assign an incomplete 
i^acie to anyone. If the student only completed six or seven of t};e eight 
criteria in the required pluir^e, he will receive a ''D". If he completes less 
than six, j-^? will ;\5ceive an ''I''*.
